Rre—You may sow your Rye towards the 
latter end of this month with advantage, as early 
sowing enables the plant to rect well, prevents 
winter-killing, and affords an early pasture fer 
your sheep, a thing not to be despised by the good 
hitsbandman, 

Coan axp rovort—As soon as your fodder and 
tops are dry enough to put away with safety, do 
80, as all exposure te the weather after that is the 
case, is injurious. If you cut off your stalks, 
and save your fodder in this way, the operation 
should bs performed as soon as the grain is 
thoroughly glazed ; but care must be taker not te 
pat it away until the grain is perfectly dried ; and 
| the same precaution is necessary with regard to 
the stalke intended for winter food for your cattle.
